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Huge Day Camp 
Begins Monday; 
Details Released 

Between 150 and 200 children are expected to assemble Monday 
morning at 9 a.m. when Sierra Madre Day Camp officially begins. 

Offering a carefully-balanced program of recreational and edu¬ 
cational activities, the camp is scheduled to run for three weeks, 
from July 18 to Aug. 5. 

In stressing that the camp___ 


is an all-city project, Sam Mc- 
Elfresh, recreation director, 
pointed out that it is sponsored 
by the Recreation Commission, 
authorized by the City Council, 
directed by himself, but actual¬ 
ly mads a reality through the 
efforts of his many volunteer 
workers. 

Registration time for the 
three-week program will be 
Monday. At this time, begin¬ 
ning promptly at 9 a.m., chil¬ 
dren will be given a physical 
examination. Doctors of Sierra 
Madre are donating their pro¬ 
fessional time to perform this 
service, McElfresh said, and 
will be assisted by four Red 
Cross nurses aids. 

Children who have complet¬ 
ed the first and second grades 
will be the first to be regis¬ 
tered. While these children are 
being processed, older children 
who have finished the third, 
fourth, fifth, and sixth grades 
will be listening to phonograph 
recordings, stories and begin¬ 
ning craft work. 

Divided into age groupings, 
this process of registering will 
continue throughout the morn¬ 
ing until all children have 
been taken care of. 

After lunch, 12 to 12:30, the 
campers will separate into two 
sessions to hear Ranger Mc¬ 
Cloud of the U.S. Forestry Serv¬ 
ice give a talk on fire preven¬ 
tion and show a film on the 
work of the forestry organiza¬ 
tion. 

While one group ot campers 
is with Ranger McCloud, the 
second group will be hearing 
Councilman Henry Nuetzel de¬ 
scribe his experiences as an 
airlines pilot. 

Last half hour of every day 
(1:30 to 2) will find the camp¬ 
ers back at their “home base,” 
a term used by McElfresh to 
describe the bamboo and palm 
branch shelters each “class” of 
fifteen children will make. 

During these sessions in the 
shelters, children will informal¬ 
ly talk over the day’s activi¬ 
ties with their counselors. 

An all-camp assembly will 
begin each day’s session of 
camp (except the first Mon¬ 
day, registration day). During 
assembly, opening exercises in 
assembly, opening exercises 
including flag-raising ceremon¬ 
ies and the singing of patriot¬ 
ic and camp songs, will be con¬ 
ducted by Mrs. Evelyn Wood- 
worth. 

At 9:30, children will assem¬ 
ble at their “home base,” 
where their counselor will an¬ 
nounce the day’s program. 
Each -group of 15 children will 
wear arm bands designating 
their “base” and age bracket. 

From 9:30 to 12, children will 
pursue their assigned activities 
on a rotation system, the time 
being broken into three 45-min¬ 
ute sessions. Each counselor 
will accompany his group 
through the daily program. 

•“'he afternoon program will 
be broken into two half-hour 
sessions. These will vary from 
day to day, McElfresh said. He 
did point out, however, that a 
trip to the Forestry Supply De¬ 
pot is being planned for Tues¬ 
day afternoon.

HOLD UP PUBLIC HEARING ON 
NEW SWIMMING POOL PROPOSAL 


Heasley, Mendenhall 
Tour Forest Areas 

At the request of the City Council, William V. Mendenhall, su¬ 
pervisor of the Angeles National Forest, and Sierra Madre Fire 
Chief Jim Heasley made a tour yesterday of residences and water¬ 
shed areas in the northern sections of the city to “get their agree¬ 
ment on forest fire protection on a more business-like basis.” 


The Council had called for 
a showdown with the U.S. For¬ 
est Service over how much fire 
protection this city could ex¬ 
pect. 

Mendenhall and Heasely will 
make a joint recommendation 
to city officials as to what pa¬ 
trol is deemed necessary, and 
whether the $520 paid the fed¬ 
eral agency annually by the 
city is resulting in adequate 
service. 

The two men will make rec¬ 
ommendations to the city as 
to how much money should be 
set aside for emergency patrol. 

In answer to charges that 
Sierra Madre was not receiv¬ 
ing enough protection for its 
money, Mendenhall said: 

“It is true that the money 
the U.S. Forest Service is get¬ 
ting today is the same in dol¬ 
lars as it always has been, but 
it certainly is not the same in 
terms of labor. Our tour will 
determine if the necessary cur¬ 
tailment in man-hours has re¬ 
sulted in inadequate service.”

Huge Assessment Jump 
May Result in Tax Cut 


A reduction in the city tax 
rate appeared possible this 
week following the announce¬ 
ment that Sierra Madre’s as¬ 
sessed valuation had Increased 
more than one million dollars 
during the past year. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
said that in view of the in¬ 
crease it was entirely possible 
that last year’s total city tax 
rate of $1.83 per $1(X) assessed 
valuation might be reduced as 


much as 35 cents. 

Assistant County Assessor J. 
W. Hartman revealed that the 
city’s total assessment is now 
$5,968,920. This is an increase 
of $1,014,985 over last year’s 
assessment total. 

The increase was due almost 
entirely to new construction. 
There was no general increase 
in assessed valuation of homes 
this year, the assessor an¬ 
nounced. 


In a report to the Council, 
Cornyn pointed out that the 
proposed district, as specified 
in a petition presented to the 
Council last month, might not 
completely fill the bill. 

He said that the pool and 
other recreational facilities 
could be secured for the ci(y 
in three ways: 

1. Through the formation of 
a parks, recreation and park¬ 
ways district with a maximum 
tax rate aimually of 25 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 
This district, allowed under 
the state Public Resources 
Code, would not provide sol- 
oories for maintenance. A vote 
would be required for its es¬ 
tablishment. 

2. Through a special district 
under the Special Municipal 
Tax District Act which would 
allow a maximum of 35 cants 
per $100 assessed valuation 
annual tax. This would also 
require a vote of the people. 

“Such a district may be 
formed to continue from one to 
five years. 'This act would en¬ 
able you to raise additional 
revenue for recreational pur¬ 
poses if approved at a special 
election,” Cornyn said. 

"You should first determine 
whether necessary additional 
funds for recreotionol purposes 
shall be provided by on addi¬ 
tional local tax levy or by a 
cooperative agreement between 
the city and the school district 
and county. 

‘"The latter agreement would 
be based on the formation of 
a recreation commission -either 
by the city or the city in con¬ 
junction with the school dis¬ 
trict or the county, he added. 

3. Through a cooperative 
agreement between the county

Recently, Librarian Lulu Moore submitted her annual report 
of the Sierra Madre Free Public Library to the Library Board of 
Trustees. The following are exerpts from that report, dated July 1, 
1948 to June 30, 1949: 

“The population of Sierra 
has increased considerably and 
with every Increase the library 
is becoming more active. Every 
day new patrons make appli¬ 
cations for membership. Every 
year public libraries think 
more of their alms and duties 
as extending to the entire com¬ 
munity instead of being lim¬ 
ited to those who voluntarily 
enter their doors. 

“We are always trying to 
reach more of the newcomers 
to the community by newspa¬ 
per publicity, personal contacts 
and providing reading mate¬ 
rial as much as we are able 
along lines which we believe 
meet the public demands. 

“Mrs. Stradley has been very 
successful with her bood re¬ 
views in the Sierra Madre 
News once a month. Lists of 
new books are included in the 
news item. 

“On June 30 tlie terms of 
trusteeship of Mrs. Edith Bow¬ 
en and Dr. Raymond Simp.son 
expired. At Mrs. Bowen’s re¬ 
quest her reappointment was 
not recommended to the city 
council by the library board. 

The library board accepted 
this with regret as she has 
been a valuable member for 
more than 20 years. 

“As one of the early settlers 
of Sierra Madre she and her 
family have been connected 
with community affairs from 
the beginning and very influ¬ 
ential in its progress and 
growth. Her father served as 
president of the library board 
for many years. 

“Wo have always thought of 
Ms. Bowen as representing the 
spirit which connected the be¬ 
ginning of the library with its 
existance to the present day. 

She was unanimously voted an 
honorary member of the library 
board. Dr. Simpson’s reappoint¬ 
ment was recommended to the 
city council. 

In an effort to encourage 
reading among the younger 
children we have spon.sored a 
vacation reading club during 
the summer. Over 30 children 
have enrolled. Marjorie Black 
is here Friday afternoons to 
hear their book reports and 
keep a record of their reading. 

Ten books duing the summer 
entitles them to a diploma to 
be presented at the school in 
September. 

“It will be time during the 
coming year to begin forming 
plans relating to the building 
of the new library. It has been 
necessary to make some minor 
repairs to the windows and

screens of the building and put 
up new awnings, also some re¬ 
pair work was done to the fur¬ 
nace during the winter. A new 
vacuum cleaner has been pur¬ 
chased. 

“In her will Miss Ella Shep¬ 
herd Bush left the library 19 
bound volumes of the Atlantic 
Monthly magazine covering the 
period from 1858 to 1865. She 
also left some art books and 
periodicals. For lack of storage 
space these are stored for the 
present in the basement of a 
board member’s home. Four 
books have been given to the 
memorial shelf. 

“We have added by purcha.se 
723 volumes. Among the books 
of interest bought is a 5 vol¬ 
ume set on folk dancing, and 
with the fad of square danc¬ 
ing in vogue we bought two 
books on the square dance. One 
hundred three books have been 
rebound, 2 volumes of maga¬ 
zines and one year of the Sieri 
ra Madre News. 

“We have circulated for 
home reading 50,503 books, a 
gain of 4,105 over last year. Of 
this number 12,338 were adult 
non-fiction, 6,777 were periodi¬ 
cals and 10,911 were from the 
children’s department. Twenty- 
six books were borrowed from 
the state library. 

“Me have registered 445 new 
borrowers and reregistered 56 
former ones. We have appoxl- 
mately 2900 active borrowers. 
This year we started charging 
residents outside the Sierra 
Madre city limits $1.00 a year 
for borrowing books from the 
library, at present 14 paid sub¬ 
scribers are on file. 

“The llbarian attended the 
annual meeting of the C. L. A. 
in Santa Barbara and is plan¬ 
ning to attend the combined 
meeting of the A. L. A. and C. 
L. A. at Vancouver in August.”

1/4 tsp. prepared mustard 
1/2 C. chopped nutmeats 
■/] C. maraschino cherries, 
sliced 

1 Tbsp. cherry syrup 

2 C. creameil cottage cheese 
Open apricots with opener that 

leaves smooth rim. Save the can. 
Drain apricots; save some for gar¬ 
nish.
